Discovery Days at Marion's Brainard Marsh 

By Jean Perry 

For at least an hour, kids and their caregivers put 
away their cell phones and gaming devices and plugged 
into nature in some of the most gratifying of ways - 
splashing and sloshing through ankle-deep mud puddles, 
sinking and swirling nets through still vernal pools, and 
combing the marshy beach for ocean treasures. 

Under the watchful eyes of a pair of ospreys 
nesting nearby, the Buzzards Bay Coalition's Colleen 
Hamilton and Oracle Millen-Thompson led a group of 
kids on a beach habitat scavenger hunt, with the children 
armed with bright, colorful pails, nets, and big old black 
wading boots - of which the BBC was kind enough to 
bring extras in case someone forgot to wear theirs. 

Brainard Marsh is a 6.1 -acre property with a little 
patch of marshland on Delano Road, accessible to the 
public, and it is the residence of a pair of osprey living in 
a tall, person-made nest, which was so close to the public 
land that even Hamilton commented it was the closest 
osprey nest she had ever been near. 

The path to the beach was an adventure in itself; 
the nature of that adventure depended on whether you 
had on mud boots or regular shoes. While some trudged 
on through the mud puddles, others skipped over the 
muck side to side, trying their best to avoid falling in. 

The wind was a little biting on the beach, but 
the sun was shining on the kids scurrying to find objects 
from a laminated list of items: something heart-shaped.

something oval, something with ridges, smooth, slimy - 
and anything else they found curious along the way The 
kids examined "mermaid's toenails,'' and even a little live 
whelk sea snail suction-cupped to a small clam. 

"I don't usually see them (whelks) alive around 
here," said Millen-Thompson. 

During a relay race, the kids split into two teams 
and the winning team would be the one with the most 
water in their pail at the end of the race. One by one, they 
each ran for the sea, scooping up a handful of seawater, 
trying not to let it spill along the way back to the bucket 
before the next child ran toward the ocean's edge. 

Millen-Thompson studied the two pails, held 
them up and smiled before announcing it was a tie. 
Shortly after, the group packed up their equipment and 
headed back down the path and away from the beach - 
much to the ospreys' relief. 

Some stayed behind to explore a small vernal 
pool halfway between the beach and the parking area 
before braving the mud puddles one more time. 

"It's a collective effort from our Education 
Department," said Millen-Thompson about the

now that I don't have to dress for success Monday 
through Friday.

at those who could hit the Softball and run the bases. 
Being a teenager was a difficult time for me compounded 
by problems on the home front. Or, maybe it was the 
other way around. 

Without plumbing the depths of what was a 
rather difficult and emotionally messy environment home 
at that time, suffice it to say it didn't provide the type of 
nurturing young children need in order to blossom. We 
floundered. We struggled. We staggered over each other's 
increasing difficulties. It was not a cozy place to be. 

Yet, our story is not unique. It was my extreme 
good fortune to learn that my family was simply a 
variation on the theme of dysfunction. I was relieved to 
learn that I could feel better, do better, be a better person if 
I wanted to and tried. 

Call it serendipity if you will, but some years after 
high school I worked as the medical records director of a 
mental health clinic. The social workers and psychologists 
became my dear friends and supporters. Their guidance 
in steering me towards professional treatment and a 
journey of emotional growth changed my life. Fm happy 
to report it worked, and that work continues to this day, 
every day, and that's okay by me. Learning and growing 
is a lifetime process and I intend to be a good student 
until the end. 

As my mother and I aged, we came to a point 
where she understood my need to constantly excel in 
all areas of my life while seeking and learning how to 
maintain a healthy emotional balance. She told me she

had been jealous of me for years because I had ''gone out 
there'' and done what I wanted to do, which she never 
had done. 

She would never know and never be able to 
understand the effort it took. But I appreciated her rare 
candor, countering it with my own response, "I did it 
for you. Ma." Today, when I prance around performing 
the moves that Ellie calls out, I think of my mother. "I'm 
doing this for you. Ma." 

In their final years, both my father and mother 
said they would die free from worry where I was 
concerned. Knowing this gives me great peace and a 
sense of freedom, a release from the years of turmoil and 
misunderstandings we lived through together.

white photos from a project six years in the making, 
photographing over 500 students at the Sippican School 
on their annual "Vocabulary Day/' when students choose 
a new vocabulary word and bring the word to life by 
dressing up in costumes they make to define their chosen 
word. 

Raznikov photographs each student dressed in 
his or her costume and gives each one a free copy to keep. 
She has also compiled all the photos she took over the 
six years she worked with the Sippican School in a book 
she will donate to the school once the MAC exhibition is 
through. The book is on display in the upstairs gallery. 

She will also donate all profits from selling her 
photos from the Vocabulary Day on display at the MAC 
to the Sippican School's Etta Hicks- Allen Library. 

"And that's my way of giving back to the 
community/' said Raznikov. 

Artist and Photographer Ronald Wisner has been 
all over the world, armed with an array of cameras from 
some of the earliest old-fashioned models, to the modern 
and mundane iPhone camera, the only one he had on him 
when he saw something spectacular of which he just had 
to take a photo. 

One photograph on display captures the viewer's 
attention right when they walk through the MAC door 
into the downstairs gallery. It's a perspective of the 
Golden Gate Bridge one rarely ever sees, a once in a 
lifetime opportunity granted to Wisner by an associate he 
knew on the "bridge commission" who allowed Wisner to 
climb to the top of the south tower. 

"I doubt that they even let people do that 
anymore," said Wisner. 

As awkward as the climb might be, imagine 
lugging a boxy, wooden eight by ten-inch sheet film 
camera from 1895 with you. 

"There I was at the top of the Golden Gate Bridge 
setting [the camera] up with a dark cloth over my head."

They moved slowly side-to-side, arms raising and 
flowing back down, all together in graceful unison with 
others all over the world that practice Tai Chi and Qigong.

Fink led the group, guiding them through 
warm-up routines that continuously flowed in a stream 
of conscious movement, and then asked the group to be 
seated on the floor so he could demonstrate the first series 
of movements they would practice all together.

Moderator John Eklund. Eklund told the board that he 
needs members of the community to be fully prepared 
for town meeting in order to preserve the smooth flow 
of business and to ensure that amendments to articles in 
the warrant are presented in a manner that meets legal 
requirements. 

Eklund said that if anyone in the public is 
planning on speaking from the floor with an amendment, 
he would like them to bring their planned text to 
his attention so that town counsel can be consulted 
beforehand. He urged the community to come forward as 
soon as possible so that legal guidance may be offered as 
needed. He went on to say that if anyone is planning on 
using a PowerPoint presentation to present information 
during town meeting, those presentations must first be 
vetted by him to ensure they are cohesive, to the point, 
and no longer than 10 minutes. 

Town Administrator Mike Gagne said that the 
town's website contains information about the articles in 
the warrant as well as a video explaining the 2015 budget.

Both Gagne and Eklund invited the public to 
avail themselves of all the information necessary to be 
fully informed prior to attending town meeting on May 12 
(also May 13 and 14 if needed) at 6:30 pm in the ORRHS 
auditorium. 

Gagne also said that the Mattapoisett League of 
Women Voters is hosting a talk about town meeting and 
the warrant articles on May 4 at 1:30 pm in the library 

Gagne asked the selectmen for permission 
to send a letter to the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation advising them that the fire and police 
chiefs, along with the highway superintendent, are in 
support of not making a bike lane from the pillars at 
Depot Street to the end of Goodspeed Island for the 
purposes of the bike path. Given the wetlands bordering 
the roadway, designating a bike lane would not be 
feasible he said. However, the state required a uniform 
response before accepting that as part of the bike path 
engineering plan. The selectmen agreed and a letter will 
be drafted for their signature. 

In other business, Laurie Trueheart of Hollywood 
Scoops received a license to open and operate her new 
restaurant on Route 6 next to Bowlmor, while licenses for 
Bowlmor and Rick's Tavern were renewed.

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Selectmen Bradford Morse suggested a motion to forward 
the chief's memo to the Highway Department to execute 
Magee's recommendations, and the board approved the 
motion. 

In other news, the board approved the expansion 
of Matt's Blackboard Restaurant on Rounseville Road, 
increasing the 600 square-foot restaurant by another 300 
square feet. 

Owner Matt Gurney said the restaurant acquired 
the 300 feet some time ago when it took over the "Bev 
Loves Books'' location because the restaurant needed the 
extra space for a storage room.

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera said, at

Committee members lashed out at Fire Chief 
Thomas Joyce over his "unwillingness to cooperate/' 
and for not providing "timely and accurate information" 
about the actual cost of the fire engine. 

FinCom member Jeffrey Dickerson wondered 
why the Town does not just "get us a chief that can 
collaborate with the Town." 

According to Dickerson, the committee has spent 
70 percent of its time on 12 percent of the budget - the 
Fire Department budget. 

"This isn't a witch hunt, guys. Look at the time 
we spent on this," said Dickerson. "And it's not just about 
the fire engine." 

Dickerson argued that Joyce lacks transparency 
and, when pressed for information, "he gets defensive." 

"And ni yell, 'yeah - bull****' at that point," said 
Dickerson. 

Minard said that a couple of weeks ago he began 
looking into quotes for new fire truck pumpers like the 
one Chief Joyce seeks to purchase. He said he found 
quotes for roughly $290,000. So why, he asked, is the one 
Joyce is requesting estimated at $540,000? 

Show me the specs, said Minard, and by specs, he 
meant the seating, the color, and why the proposed fire 
truck requires a stainless steel frame. 

Minard said the chief got the verbal $540,000 
quote through hearsay, and there is no hard dollar quote 
from any official bid. 

"How is it that we can have an article in the 
warrant without a formal quote in hand?" asked Minard. 
Last year, he said, the article was turned down for the 
same reason. "And now, a year later," he continued, 
"we're still jumping around." 

"Same old, same old," said committee member 
Margherita Baldwin. 

And there is a question on the ballot with no 
specified number, said Minard, "which I still think is 
wrong." How could anyone vote for a fire truck that could 
be $500,000, or $1 million, he asked? 

"It's just wrong," said Minard. 

Dickerson did his own research and found several 
bids in the low $200,000s for a fire truck with a pumper, 
prompting committee members to question the necessity 
of a stainless steel frame. 
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'Tm going, 'hmmm?' Do we live in such a caustic 
environment that we need a stainless steel frame?'' asked 
Minard. 

"Marion always has to buy the Rolls Royce 
option/' said a cynical Dickerson. He wondered why 
the Town even needed a new fire truck pumper when 
"99 percent of the residences in Town are covered by 
hydrants." 

The committee recalled a prior estimate from the 
fire chief on how much the Town could get for a trade-in 
with the old fire truck pumper, and the chief said about 
$2,000. Dickerson said in his research he found that, today, 
the Town could get roughly $50,000 for the trade-in. 

"Fm not Archimedes, but I think we should wait

another two years and get $100,000 for it/' said Dickerson 
sarcastically. 

'1 think we should stand against [the article] like 
we did last year/' said Minard. "And we should get the 
selectmen to stand up, too.'' 

Dickerson said he has had enough. "We've been 
here for over a year. A year!" said Dickerson. 

Minard said no one with whom he has spoken 
understood why the Town needs the new decked-out 
engine. 

"Is it just boys with their big red trucks?" asked 
Minard. He said he plans to express in his letter to 
the selectmen that they, as a Finance Committee, "are 
violently against [the article]." 

"Otherwise, we just embarrass the chief on the 
Town Meeting floor, and so be it," stated Baldwin. 

Maybe Marion would be better off with a full- 
time fire chief instead of a part-time fire chief, suggested 
Minard. "We certainly wouldn't want a part-time police 
chief." 

Let us stay in our own "swim lanes," suggested 
Dickerson, and move away from personnel issues and 
stick to finance. 

The committee voted in favor of Minard sending 
the selectmen a letter expressing the committee's likely 
intent to oppose the article at Town Meeting.

Six Dogs is Three Too Many 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

A Rochester woman must get rid of three of her 
six dogs after the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
denied Karen Morrison's petition for a special permit for a 
kennel at her 617 Mary's Pond Road property 

The Town by-law limits dog ownership to a 
maximum of three dogs. To keep four or more dogs, 
a special permit is required to keep a "kennel'' at a 
residence. 

Morrison said she moved to Rochester in 
December from Mattapoisett, which does not have a by- 
law limiting the number of dogs, according to Morrison. 
When asked why she had so many dogs, Morrison 
explained that her two Golden Retrievers had puppies 
and she kept four of them because she was unable to find 
homes for them. 

Eight neighbors came out to ask the board to 
deny the special permit, saying that Morrison's six dogs 
bark whenever they are outside, and sometimes late at 
night. One neighbor was concerned that his tenant might 
move out because of the noise. 

"They are never outside when I'm not home," 
said Morrison. "If they start barking, the first thing I do is 
bring them inside." She said she thinks the move had a lot 
to do with the dogs barking so much. 

The police were called to the home one time after 
one of the neighbors called to complain about the noise, 
but no other complaints have been documented. 

"It's brutal. It's brutal," said Michael Secour. "To 
put it bluntly, if I were buying my house now, I wouldn't 
buy it." Secour added that he has heard "blaring music" 
coming from the home as well, which has kept him up at 
night.

storm water run-off, going into graphic detail about how 
rainwater is presently migrating through the woodlands 
and ponding near lot 43 on Crystal Spring Road. He said 
that water is coming from the uplands area at the Rod and 
Gun Club all the way down to Crystal Springs Road due 
to a lack of gradient to the roadway He explained that 
the water doesn't have sufficient areas to slow down and 
recharge into the ground, thereby ponding in backyards 
and on the road. He told the commission that with the 
proposed swales and their adapted plan to construct a 
storm diaphragm, storm water should actually become 
less of an issue for the residents in the area than what they 
presently experience. 

There was additional conversation about 
impervious and non-impervious footage once the project 
is completed. Foley said that when completed, the total 
non-impervious space would be approximately 2000 
square feet. The rest of the acreage was discussed as a 
solar meadow. 

Director of Inspectional Service Andy Bobola said 
that the panels will have to be able to withstand 90 mile 
per hour winds given the location. Foley responded that 
this would be part of the construction planning for the 
supporting structures. 

Chairman Peter Newton advised the audience 
of about eight abutters that before taking their questions, 
they needed to understand that the commission was only 
responsible for wetland issues and any other issues they 
might have should probably be taken up with the ZBA

been completed. This house is a 'spec' home in a cluster 
housing development that has been incomplete for seven 
years. 

Brandt Island resident Paul Osenkowski asked 
Newton if a new environmental study should be 
undertaken to ensure that the roadway servicing the 
development was not corrupted after so many years, 
possibly fouling ground water. Newton and several other 
members responded to his concern by telling him that 
porous asphalt roadways are preferred by conservation 
commissions and are not an environmental concern. 
Newton said that if the pavement was crumbling into 
surrounding wetlands that would be something they 
could act upon. 

But Osenkowski wasn't pleased, noting the 
number of years the development was stumbled 
through. Newton said that the applicant was still within 
the number of years allowed by local and state laws, a 
total of nearly 13 years. "Doesn't it get down to local 
government..." Osenskowski passionately countered. 
Newton told him that they were there to enforce state 
wetland laws period. 

Rounding out the agenda items were certificates 
of compliance issued to Diane D'Orlando off 52 Pico 
Beach Road for the re-construction of the home and the 
placement of propane tanks. 

The Mattapoisett Conservation Committee will 
meet again on Wednesday, May 14 and Wednesday, May

River Road Reconfiguration Considered 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 
Residents who raise a 'ruckus' get attention. This 
was apparent at Wednesday's Conservation Commission 
meeting at the Marion Town House where a Notice of 
Intent filed by the Town of Marion, c/o Department 
of Public Works, to rehabilitate River Road in order to 
improve roadway infrastructure and roadway safety was 
discussed. 

On April 9, residents heard a presentation on 
the repaving and reconfiguration of River Road and 
expressed concerns regarding the presentation by Shawn 
Syde of CDM Smith. The overall feeling of the four 
residents who spoke at that meeting was that the work, 
as presented, would not solve the basic issue of constant 
flooding and water pooling in the road after heavy rainfall 
and snow melt. 

After the April 9 meeting, Syde met with DPW 
Chief Rob Zora, went out to River Road and met with 
residents, and spoke with other residents over the 
telephone. The project was reworked, with berms on both 
sides of the road to keep water runoff in the road and 
off residents' properties. The existing outfall pipe will be 
replaced with a new pipe at the same location. 

Syde presented a revised proposal of what and 
how River Road looks now and how it will look after 
the repaving. At issue are continual flooding of the road 
during heavy rainstorms, snow piles - created by plows

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- sitting over a catch basin and blocking its use, and sand 
washed into basins rendering them only partially useful. 

The proposal has River Road staying at the same 
elevation and width, but straightened out in certain 
places. The entire road will be replaced, a 12-inch pipe 
will run underground beneath it, and two filtered catch 
basins with catch hoods will collect any oil and grease. 
The Department of Public Works will maintain the 
drainage swales and basins. 

''This looks great, we are looking forward to it,'' 
said Chris Collings of 13 River Road. Collings noted that 
the town purchased a vacuum truck several years ago to 
suck sand out of drains. "We look forward to more than 
annual cleaning of the drains," said Collings. 

Syde will provide copies of the new and 
improved plan to the board, and they will be available to 
the public to view at the town house. 

In other business, a Notice of Intent from the 
Town of Marion, c/o Harbormaster, to replace an existing 
96- by 12-foot float system with a new 110.4- by 10.6- 
foot concrete float system held in place with eight piles 
at Island Wharf was discussed. Harbormaster Michael 
Cormier and Scott Skuncik of CLE Engineering addressed 
the board. The project has already been approved by 
the Army Corps of Engineers. A Waterways Chapter 91 
permit for a 'modification to an existing license' has also 
been approved. 

"The float will be more narrow, but longer," 
said Cormier. Skuncik noted that the new pilings will 
be capped and should have a lengthy lifespan. "The 
existing pilings have an expected life of approximately 
26 years, but they were not capped. The new pilings 
will be capped and will last longer," said Skuncik. The 
greenhouse pilings will not be treated, making them more 
ecologically safe, according to Skuncik. The float will stay 
in the water all year and not be removed for the winter. 

The next hearing was a Notice of Intent by the 
Town of Marion, c/o Harbormaster, to attach a 30- by 
6-foot float, held in place with a pile, at the end of the 
floats to the right of the launching ramp at Old Landing, 
off Front Street, to add two piles to the eastern-most 
floats off the north wharf and to replace up to six piles as 
needed. Cormier explained that the extension of the float 
will allow three boats to be hauled at one time. "This is a

Germany - but the school has had up to five students per 
year in the past. Without the volunteer host families, ORR 
would not be able to welcome any exchange students at 
all. 

"I have moments that have marked my life, and 
one of those is the moment when I met my [host] family," 
said Diaz, "They included me from the beginning as part 
of the family without hesitation." 

This kind of relationship between the host family 
and exchange student is valuable. The whole living 
experience is educational to both the American family and 
foreign student. Rhonda Reints, the current ORR chapter 
treasurer of AFS, hosted a student from Thailand in 2009. 
"Learning the way her family functioned in Thailand - 



and not necessarily having to travel outside of my own 
home to do that - was valuable to my children," she 
recalled.

I met awesome people from different parts of the world, I 
have met great people from the Tri-Town, and it has given 
me a different perspective from every culture/' said Diaz,

The AFS program brings so much to the students, 
but it would be lost without volunteer host families. The 
program relies on these host families to bring exchange 
students to ORR, but often struggles to find volunteers.

during his second year as a faculty member, and it has 
been a major success. 

All of the proceeds from the lap-a-thon are 
directed towards the charity and they come in a variety 
of ways. Each team that participates in the event consists 
of five members, each of whom must pay an entry fee. 
In addition, anyone can purchase a T-shirt or take part in 
the raffle. Local restaurants and small businesses often 
contribute donations. The community raises roughly 
$5,000 each year, usually doubling Sousa's personal 
fundraising. Dana Farber as a whole raised $6.1 million 
by Marathon Monday and will continue to collect 
donations until September. Sousa often goes above and 
beyond his fundraising requirement for participation, 
especially due to the support of the local businesses and 
the Tabor community. 

The whole community came together for the 
day. There were students, faculty, and faculty children 
supporting the cause. The atmosphere was exciting 
and cheerful with live performances from members of 
the Tabor community and grilling throughout the day. 
Participants on each team dressed up in themed outfits, 
vying for the annual prize of ''best-costume.'' Some teams 
fight to complete 105 laps, the equivalent of a marathon, 
while others compete for the record lap-a-thon time 
in which the marathon is completed. The lap-a-thon is 
a four-hour event, a time that coincides with Sousa' s 
personal marathon goal.

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What's Happening?

The Quiet Ones, Starring Jared Harris and Sam Claflin. 
Directed by John Pogue. Running time: 93 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Who are the quiet ones in The Quiet Ones? It 
can't be the ghost or demon that seems to be afflicting 
a 19-year-old girl, because it raises high old noisy hell. 
This is another spook movie, like The Conjuring, that 
would wither on the vine if it were a silent film. Anyway, 
the question is never satisfactorily answered, though 
someone refers to ''the quiet ones" in passing in a scene 
that feels pasted on. I wondered if the title was actually an 
homage to Albert Brooks' great line: "George Bush says he 
hears the quiet people others don't. I have a friend in Los 
Angeles who hears the quiet people others don't, and he 
has to take a lot of medication for it." 

Medication won't work on Jane Harper (Olivia 
Cooke), the aforementioned girl, who often manifests 
alarming phenomena like fire and jarring sound effects. 
Brute therapy is required, at least according to Oxford 
professor Coupland (Jared Harris), who seems to have 
devoted his life to "curing" Jane. Coupland believes that 
any supposedly paranormal activity can be explained 
scientifically ~ to be specific, he contends such events 
arise from the squirming and repressed demons of the 
unconscious mind. Coupland evidently isn't up on other 
science-flavored handwaving of things that go bump in 
the night, like, say, quantum physics, but we get the sense 
that he's the kind of academic that treats every problem 
as a nail because he only has a hammer. A broken leg, to 
Coupland, would clearly be rooted in Oedipal issues. 

Anyway, Coupland treats Jane with such 
densely scientific methods as keeping her awake by 
blaring Slade's "Cum On Feel the Noize" into her 
room (the year is 1974, so it isn't the Quiet Riot cover) 
and encouraging her to deposit her unwelcome visitor 
"Evey" into a baby doll. Lacking a sense of humor about 
this sort of thing, Oxford University ixnays Coupland' s 
funding, whereupon he takes Jane and his small crew of 
assistants ~ including cameraman Brian (Sam Claflin), 



through whose old-school analog lens we see some of 
the proceedings ~ to a remote country house. There, 
Jane's problem gets worse, and louder. Sexual tension 
is front and center, what with the lone female assistant 
(Erin Richards) dallying with both Coupland and 
another assistant (Rory Fleck-Byrne), and Jane flashing 
a nonplussed Brian in her tub (surprising to see nipples, 
however fleetingly in a PG-13 movie these days ~ but 
then this is a Hammer film, and many a naughty British 
boy back in the '50s enjoyed his first cleavage at Hammer 
horror flicks). 

The movie is confusing. Coupland seems to 
want to "exorcise" Jane's problem via science, though 
someone else says he's trying to create a poltergeist ~ in 
effect, unleashing Jane's psychological demon onto the 
world? I guess? And what then? Coupland doesn't have 
any proton packs. It seems as though Dan Aykroyd and 
Harold Ramis thought more seriously about this than this 
Oxford professor ever does. The movie is based loosely, 
and by "based loosely" I mean "someone heard about it 
and thought it would make a cool movie if it were made 
stupider," on an actual experiment in Toronto, wherein a 
team of curious folk sought to make a poltergeist emerge 
from their group unconscious. It seemed to work a little, 
too ~ while fishing for evidence, they got a couple of tugs 
on their line. Interesting stuff ~ if only the movie were 
interested in it. 

Instead we get the prerequisite booga-booga, 
often visualized incoherently via grainy footage. There's 
a great deal of burning and screaming and loud sound 
effects, and overkill use of adrenaline shots, until finally 
Jane is tossing fireballs around and it all ends on a goofy 
note that inspired one young gentleman in the audience 
to exclaim "What the heck?", or a more vulgar variation 
thereof. People complain about talkers in movie theaters, 
but the more honest and outspoken of them can brighten 
an otherwise dull afternoon.

Michael and Amy have 
raised and studied wolves since 1978, and in addition to 
presenting their insights into wolf behavior, they will also 
bring a display of physical items such as furs and skulls. 
They will help us better understand this natural predator 
that was eliminated from New England by the middle of 
the 1800s. The program is for all ages, but will be especially 
appreciated by any children who would like to see a live 
wolf, not just view one on the internet. More information is 
available at the website www.wolftalk.net.
